For more than a week Mrs. Eddy 
had been ailing, or. as a Christian 
Scientist would put -it. “ had been in 
error.” 
Still she was up and about, 
i taking her daily drives up to Friday," 
j when she took to her bed and did not 
I leave it again. 
On Thursday she 
j transacted some business and w'ent 
out for a short drive. 
The following 
morning she arose at her usual hour, 
and after busying herself some time 
in her study began to feel so weak 
that she went to bed. 
She failed 
steadily, but no practicing physician 
was called in, the members of her 
household, most of whom are Chris­ 
tian Scientists, giving her the regular 
treatment, and Mr. Farlow said that 
Mrs. Eddy brought all her powers to 
bear in an effort to heal herself of the 
“ error.” 
The end was a peaceful one, accord­ 
ing to the press agent, and he 
said 
that Mrs. Eddy retained all her facnl 
ties up to the last moment. 
He was 
unable to say H the leader had carried 
on any conversation with those about 
her shortly prior to her demise. 
It 
had never demurred to him to ask the 
members of tfce hauoehaid what her 
last words were, but he promised to 
do his utmost to find eut aad saiid he 
would let the newspaper nven know. 
He evidently failed to seoore permis­ 
sion from the high authorities of the 
church to give out any detail« concern 
ing Mrs. Eddy’s last heurs or mo­ 
ments, for when he again met the re­ 
porters the only thiag he had for them 
was the words upon the death certifi­ 
cate. The undertaker was not allowed 
to say a word ex cept through Mr. 
Farlow. 
Scarcely anything could be 
had as to her last Illness, and the 
news of Mrs. Eddy’s death was with­ 
held from the public, even from the 
worship i

un: 


Eddy, or was someone who has been 
impersonating her for years, Mr. Far- 
low said that the leaders 
did not really 
care what was said. They knew Mrs. 
Eddy, and he him self had personally 
talked with her about four weeks ago.

Arrangements for the funeral

to or vtew the body. 
The reporters endeavored to induce 
Mr. Farlow to secure permission for 
on« or two of their number to look at 
lb« face, but he « « pressed doubts as 
to his ability in this direction. It was 
pointed out to the press ag« nt that 
en# mi« s of Christian Seiene« woutd 
eay that Mrs. Eddy had been dead for 
years and that the body was that of 
someone else. 
To this he ex alalmed 
“ We do not care what they say.” 
The announcement of Mr» . Eddy’s 
end was made at the cloae of the regu­ 
lar service in the temple Sunday after 
noon and to the newspapers a short 
time before the congregation heard it.

Indianapolis, Dec. 5.—According to 
a report co. ipiled by Amos W. Butler, 
secretary of the hoard, the six teen 
state institutions under the supervi­ 
sion ' of the board of state charities 
were operated at a daily cost of 52 
cents for each inmate during the fiscal 
year ending Sept. 30. 
The daily cost 
for each inine. <• for the ¡-receding year 
was 50 cents. 
The largest item of ex pense was in 
the administrative departments of the 
six teen institutions. 
The cost of ad­ 
ministrai inn was 19 cents a day for 
each 
inmate. 
Subsistence, 
which 
showed a slip it increase over the pre­ 
ceding year, amounting approx imately 
to the difference between the per cap­ 
ita costs for the two years, cost. 15 
cents a day for each inmate. 
Cloth­ 
ing cost 2 cents and ordinary repairs 
8 cents. 
For office ex penses, domes- 
! tic and outdoor departments, of which 
I the largest single ex penditure was for 
I fuel and lights, 13 cents was ex pended 
j each day. 
During the fiscal year Indiana ex ­ 
pended $ 1,991,005.27 for the mainten- 
i ance and repair of the six teen state 
institutions. 
The average annual cost 
per capita for the year just closed 
was $ 389.19. 
Compared with the pre­ 
ceding year there was an increase of 
$ 58,623.94 in the total cost, of main­ 
tenance and repair, or an increase of 
$ 6.60 per captita.
